GAUDET 'S offices were always adjacent to vacant rooms 
and that now in the new Trade Mart Building this is also 
so. I told Mr. Weisberg. that I did not know this, but that 
it would be quite easy to check since I had been in that 
office numerous times but did not notice if they were 
adjacent to vacant rooms or not.

Lee Harvey Oswald has been variously de^scribed as a 
loner# a nut# and a craclcpot# and yet the fact remains that less 
than 6 weeks be fo re the assassination the man who is alleged to 
have killed the presi dent was under surveillance by both the FSI 
‘ and TtT^ 


The FBI * s prior knowledge of Oswa ld* s activitie s was 
revealed by the Warren commission's rnquxry, but, to our knowledge# 
the CIA have not admitted that they too possessed a file on 
Oswald before the assassination. Yet we know this to be the case: 
A notarized affidavit by State Department c:f£icer James D, Crowl ev 
s tates that "the first time I retnenber learpina of Oswald' s 
existence , was when I r eceived copies of a telegraphic messa ge , 
dated October 1^7 1^63 # from the Central intelligence Agency# 
which contained Information pertaining to his current activi ties , ' 

The contents of this message apparently did not reach 
the Warren Commission because there are no Cotiimission Documents 
originating from the CIA dated prior to the^ assassination# so we 
cannot request this information by Document number, but it would 
be interesting to know what the CIA knew about Oswald 6 weeks 
before the assassination. The following 29 Commission Documents 
are classified CIA files (selected from a total list of 51 classi- 
fied CIA files on the assassination in the KationaL Archiver) ,
